Yet another loss of revenue

Fighting Men Collect 
No Overtime 

The story of the workers’ refusal to produce war ma- 
terial on Washington’s birthday in home factories must be 
disheartening news to the weary, outnumbered, out-gunned 
and out-planed Americans fighting on and on in Java and 
the Philippines. 

Because they couldn’t get double pay for holiday work, 
many workmen in vital defense industries stayed home, and 
the plants were shut down, Many plants did run that day, 
ef course. But many did not. 

In the San Francisco Bay area alone, reported the S. F. 
Chronicle, 200 small plants lost 60,000 work hours that day 
—equivalent to creation of 1000 hours of machine-gun fire, 
or to one dozen anti-tank guns, or to 30 sorely needed mili- 
tary training planes. That material is lost beyond recall. 
Tho loss nationally must have been huge. 

There was no overtime for the fighting men overseas 
either. There can be no overtime for men whose day is 24 
hours long—men who are on duty until death or victory, 
every day of every year of the war. ; 

But they know what double time is in those thin, wear- 
ged ranks. Double time in the army means double speed— 
doubling the accomplishment, speeding up to compress two 
hours of normal marching and fighting into one hour. It is 
necessary when too few man gallantly strive to fight off 
hordes with a shortage of airplanes and guns which SN 
men at home refuse to make on holidays because there’s no 

onus.

A modification of blackout 
lighting regulations to permit a 
small amount of driving light for 
emergency vehicles was announc- 
ed today by James M. Carter, di- 
rector of motor vehicles. 

Under prior regulations lights 
on emergency vehicles provided 
no illumination whatever but serv- 
ed only as a warning to approach- 
ing pedestrians or vehicles. 

The modification will allow 
statutory and permitted emer- 
gency vehicles to use a white or 
amber driving light of special de- 


| sign approved by the department. 


Statutory emergency vehicles— 
ambulances, police cars, fire cars, 
ete.—in addition may display a 
very small red front light of spec- 
ial design approved by the de- 
partment. 

Lists of approved blackout 
driving lights will be provided by 
the highway patrol as soon As 
possible, Carter said, but they will 
not be ready until the numerous 
devices submitted have been 
tested and given official approval.
